Sergeant Clarke’s Account. 


The shooting in Chatham Road 
late on Friday night was the sub- 
ject of charges preferred against 
three men who appeared before the 
Kowloon Mayistrate yesterday 
afternoon. The defendants were 
charged on various counts arising 
out of the incident,.and the case 
against Lam-Kau, a coolie formerly 
employed by Capt. .Joll, was ad- 
journed for one week. The de- 
fendant was charged with unlaw- 
fully assembling together with 
others on the night of the 13th 
ingt., without lawful excuse and 
with loitering with intent to eom- 
mit a felony. The case is to be 
dealt with summarily. 

The other two defendants were 
charged with unlawful possession 
of a revolver - while Li Kan, the 
second defendant was further 
charged with shooting at Sergeant 
Clarke with. intent to resist the 
apprehension of himself and the 
first defendant. 

Mr. Leo d’Almada, appeared for 
the second defendant. 

Outlining the case for the prose- 
cution, Sub-Inspector Andrew sald 
that at about 10.30 p.m. on Friday, 
Sergeant Clarke was on patrol in 
Chatham Road, and was proceeding 
in the direction of Holt's Wharf, 
when he observed three Chinese in 
front of him going in the same 
direction. Suspecting them, he 
followed for a short distance and 
they separted. Thinking that they 
had seen him, the, sergeant, on 
reaching the Observatory Road, 
walked: up the hill, and then re- 
turned, keeping them under obser- 
vation all the time... When he 
turned ‘up Observatory Road, the 
defendants were seen to walk to- 
gether again. ; 


Officer Fired At. 

At the junction of, Cameron Road 
and Chatham Road, Sergeant Clarke 
approached the men and called out 
to them, seizing the first defendant, 
who extracted from his pocket what 
appeared to be a revolver and threw 
it away, the second-accused picking 
it up and firing at the police officer. 
Two cscaped and the, first defen- 


. | dant was taken to the police station, 


Five “younds of ammunition were 
found on his person when-searched 
by Sérgeant Clarke, in Chatham 
Road prior to being taken to the 


In consequence of information 
divulged by the ‘ defendanb. the 
polite visited No.‘2 Chatham Road, 
the residence of Capt. Joll, where 
the other two men were subse- 
quently arrested.

THE PLIGHT OF HONGKONG. 


REV. J. KIRK MACONACHIE 
CHAMPIONS TIIE COLONY. 


Rov. J. Maconachic, pngtor of 
Union Church, Hongkong, on the 
eve of his return to the Enst after 
a furlough in Britain, wrote a 
letter ‘calling attention to the 
plight - of Hongkong and the 
seeming indifference ‘to It In 
Britain to the Daily News.-. Ie 
wrote, in part: ‘ 

Mr. Baldwin spoke, at Brighton 
for an hour and a quarter. One 
minute of the 75 he devoted to 
China—that is to say, about a 
hundred words. 


Hongkong was not one of 
those words, No one could 
gather from this address of a 
British Prime Minister that there 
is a British colony which is not 
part of China, but whose interests, 
and even existence, are gravely 
imperiled at his hour. 


The Premier did not mention 
that an overflowing and un- 
animous public meeting of British 
residents had sent urgent re- 
presentations to the Cslonial Office 
on or about July 24, and that 
these had remained unacknow- 


-Jledged until the date of a second 


such meeting, summoned almost 
August 
oF—more than a month later in’ 
any case, At the latter mecting, 
$1,200 were suhseribed to cable, 
not a mere resolution, but a 
reasoned representation .of the 
utterly serious ‘position, to Mr. 
Baldwin personally. This also, 
incredible though it may. appear, 
remained wihout acknowledgment 
for many days. 


The ‘Trade Loan. 


Since then, indeed, £5,900,000 
have been lent to the Colony, 
“with a view to restoring public 
confidence,” and ‘Mr. Amery has 
remarked that the Home Govern- 
ment'sympathises with the suifer- 
ings of - Hongkong. 1 do not 
know what is being done with, 
the money, but I do know that 
old-established firms: are facing 
ruin, and that: some of them have 
already gone over the brink—this 
in a colony which a few months 
ago was ‘leading the world , for 
weight of tonnage in its harbour, 
and was ‘enjoying an overflowing 
revenue, ; 

Tam about to return to Hong- 
kong to do what may be possible 
in one’s own sphere to kecp the 
flag flying. But I can only con- 
firm the’ view of every, other 
Colonist I have met in England, 
which is that the English public 
docs not know and does not 
apparently wish to be ‘told how 
vast are our Imperial interests 
in the Far East, and how gravely 
‘|they are threatened. 

Hongkong is an island, as truly 
a part of the Empire as New Lea 
Jand; and the Empire is faced just 
now with a determined and deeply 
plotted attempt to drive us out 
of it. fs 

Yet the British have built 
hundreds of schools and colleges 
for Chinese; ,and when flood or 
fumine comes they are the first 
to be appealed to, and the most 
generous in response, They have 
changed a barren rock in two 
generations into onc of the lead- 
ing commericul: centres’ of the 
world, where Chinese thrive by 
hundreds of thousands and find 
refuge from the insecurity pf 
their own country. 


The British community there 
feels slighted and deserted, its 
claims neglected by, Government, 
Prexs:and public alike. This 1 
know from the Hongkong news- 
papers and from the letters of 
able and cool-headed Aa aa 
ents. Mr. Baldwin. “trusts the. 
clouds are lifting,” but we hav 
heird all that before.

“MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


| PECULIARITIES IN WEST 
POINT CASE. 


Denth Inquiry Revelations. 

Mr, R. E, Lindgel! conducted an 
inquiry at the’ Central Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death 
of a Chinese named Fong Kui, who 
was found on November 7 with 
his throat cut at a house at Wes* 
Point. The jury’ consisted of 
Messrs, C: Bentley (forman)~ A. 
BE. Bertram, and R. FE. Macdcugal. 


Mr. Lindsell said that inquiries 
by the police practically satisfied 
them that the man’s injuries were 
self-inflicted, but medical evidence 
showed that the injuries could 
hardly have been inflicted by the 
man himself. It was for the jury 
to determine whether it was a 
cage of suicide or one of possible 
murder. 


The first’ witness called was 
Cheung Chung, a pork dealer liv- 
ing ut 11 Sung Hing Lane. He 
said Fong Kui went to live on his 
floor at the house about a month 
ago. He occupied an upper bunk. 
In the carly hours of the morning 
of the 7th, as witness looked into 
his bunk, the man appeared to be 
lying in a sleeping position, 


Wound in the Throat. 


Witness noticed a quantity of 
blood on the bed. The man was 
covered up to his neck with a

quilt, Iie throat was not visible, 
and he could not see any blond on 
the bed covering. He informed 
the police’ of, the occurrence. 
Sergennt T..O’Connoy said he 


Lane at about 9.45 on the morn- 
ing of the occurrence. The front 
part of the premises was used aa 
a shop. He inspected the bunk 
where the dead man was lying, 
and found that the man had a 
wound in his throat, and his hands 
were. tightly clenched. On the 
right side of the bed he found 
a chopper which was sharper than 
auch Instruments usually are. 

There were what appeared to be 
bloodstaina on the bed, and he also 
found similar stains on the lower 
bunk, caused by blood dripping 


down from above. The upper bunk 
was about nine or ten fect from 
the ground. About. two feet 
above it was a shelf running tho 
whole length of the bunk. 


Denth with Severe Pain, - 


Dr, E. P, Minnet, medical officer 
in charge of moriuaries, said the 
man appeared to be about 38 years 
fof age. There was a cut in the 
lower porlion of the throat abeut 
three inches long, and two jnches 
wide. It extended: down to the 
bone, being between 142 and 2 
inches deep. : 

The wind pipe had been pene-. 
trated, and the arteries; blood ves- 
sels and muscles severed. The 
man’s fingers were contracted, in- 
dicating that death had been very 
gudden and accompaonied- by 
severe pain. ‘There were other 
smallér wounds on the throat, and

he considered they could have 
been caused by the chopper. Wit 
nesa also described another injury, 
on tho man’s body.. 


It was possiblo that the wounds 
in the throat had been’ salf-inflict- 
ed, but it was most improbable. It 
was posiibic that they wore caused 
by a blow from above, He had ex- 
perimented with the chopper, und 
found it was necessary to use 4 
considerable amount’ of, force to: 
make a similar wound. “Apparent- 
ly there had been three distinct 
blows, and while it was conceiy- 
able that the man had brought the 
chopper down -on his own throat 
three times, it was very improb- 
able. ben: KS 


Self-Infliction Improbable, | 


From the examination he had ” 
made of the body and from he con- 
dition of the wounds he, was in- 
clined to think there was less 
possibility of them being self-in- 
flicted. It would be difficult for 
the man to raise his arm to inflict 
the wounds, but it was possible, 


The blows were made while the 
neck was extended, probably with 
the nape of the neek resting on 0 
_ainese pillow with the head fall- 
ing backwards. The causes of 
death . were haemorrhage snd 
shock. : 

Evidence ‘vas also given that 
deceased was a man of. quiet tem- 
pernment, and was on good terms 
with the other people living In the 
house, Pana

In the sphero. of practical, 
common-xense . charity, — the 
Society of St. Vincent da Paul, 
which has just issued its annual 
report, can proudly clainya fore- 
most place in-this Colony. “Year 
in and year out, guided by an cn- 
thusiastic band of officials at the 
head of whom is Mr. J, M,-Alves, 
its indefatigable President, this 
organisation busies itself on be- 
half of those who need and 
deserve help in the battle of life, 
no matter what religious creed 
they. profess. ‘Last year, the]; 
Society spont well over $23,000, 
or some £550' more than its re- 
ceipts, and some idea of the 
nature of its work may be gained 
when we say that relief in money 
and provisions was provided 
to the extent of nearly 
$9,000; a sum of . $2,750 
was spent in rent; education 
absorbed $5,418; whilst close on 
$5,000 was distributed in-grants. 
These are only a few of the items 
discloséd in the annual report, 
from which we also learn that 
during the year no fewer than 
145 families have beon regularly 
granted relief, whilst medical aid 
has been given to the extent of 
$393 in 1924 and over 6420 for the 
first nine monthsofthis year. In 
the matter. of housing acegnung- 
dation, the Socioty ‘hax’ been, at 
great pains to bottor tho conditions 
of tho poor, with the rosult that 
many improvements have been 
affected and some twenty families 
have been ‘moved to flats and 
cubicles in less crowded districts 
than those whore they formerly 
lived. So far as cducation is 
concorned, the Society lovks 
aftor no fower than 176 children,

History 
tells ug that Kang Yu fought over 
seventy battles and so startling, 50 
rapid and so compicte were his 
victories, that he took upon himself 
the title of “King Autocrat.” The 
tragedy to be presented by Miss Pik 
Wen-ha depicts the final defent of 
King Autocrat, by Field Marshal 
Han, im which half of the former's 
big army was slain on the battle- 
field und the other half was 30 
badly routed that he was left-alone 
with a handful of his most faithful 
bodyguards to return to his camp. 
Here atone, silent, sullen and down- 
cast, sat this mighty King brooding 
over his great and final defeat, 
when in comes the beautiful, tact- 
ful, and ever-affectionate courtesan, 
Yu Kie, to sooth his sullenness and 
to case the pangs of his remorse.
